The RAF’s heavy bombers have 
ignored this territory for months 
but since November 1 the U. S. 
Army Air Forces, at a cost of more 
than 125 four-engined bombers, 
has directed 10 attacks against it 
—including three in an effort to 
destroy Bremen by precision 
bombing—and two against the 
railway center of Muenster, one 
of the gateways from the Ruhr. 
The Germans have lost more than 
380 fighters attempting to defend 
it during this period. 

The Air Ministry’s report of 
damage to Berlin said that “pho- 
tographs leave no doubt that dam- 
age during these six attacks goes 
far beyond anything done before 
the night of November 18.” 


Previous reports already had 
shown that perhaps half of Ber- 
lin had been blasted in an as- 
sault which has far exceeded the 
London blitz of 1940-41. 

Photographs accompanying the 
new report showed that the 
Rheinmetal Borsig armament 
plant, the largest works of Ger- 
many’s second biggest armament 
makers, were severely damaged. 

The worst-hit districts were the 
Tiergarten, Mitte and Charlotten- 
burg areas. ‘Phe War, Interior, 
Justice, Food and Propaganda 
Ministries were seriously damag- 
ed, the report said, as well as the 
residence of Propaganda Miuinis- 
ter Goebbels, the new Reichsbank 
building, Hitler’s chancellery and 
the central office of the Gestapo. 

Other districts in which heavy 
and widespread damage was 
caused included the Wedding in- 
dustrial and working class area 
and the industrial Reinickendorf, 
Schoneburg and Wilmersdorf sec- 
tions,

Someone Miscalculated 

There can be no denial of the charge that 
someone in authority made a serious miscalcu- 
lation concerning the supplies of meat avail- 
able for consumers in this country. 

The OPA has announced that, until mid- 
night Sunday, January 2, five additional ration 
points good for the purchase of pork will be 
allotted to every individual holding a ration 
book. This is because there is so much pork 
now in the country, storare facilities are taxed 
to the limit and there is fear that a heavy 
curtailment in pork production next year may 
result. 

To all lovers of pork, of bacon and ham, 
the ration-point dividend will be welcome news. 
Only those who, for religious or dietary reasons, 
cannot eat of the flesh of the pig, will envy 
their more fortunate neighbors. 

But, when oversupply creates such an emer- 


gency of surplus as this of pork, it is prima 


facie evidence that somebody’s calculations of 
food supplies have been very wide of the beam. 


‘The public will wonder if there are not other 


rationed items which may be more plentiful 
than expected. That public is willing to accept 
rationing, willing to share fairly what food- 
stuffs there are, but is apt to resent unneces- 
sary rationing restrictions when the evidence 
of error, as in the case of pork, cannot be 
refuted.

Weekly Woes 


Wartime conditions are forcing another 
Georgia weekly, The Gibson Record, to suspend 
publication for the duration. 

The name of The Record is thus added to a 
list, too long already, of newspapers which 
have found continued nublication impossible 
in view of the rigors of the nation’s war 
economy. 

Meanwhile, however, the great majority are 
meeting the dilemma with characteristic in- 
genuity and co-operative effort. Thus, despite 
the fact that more and more are beset by a 
critical shortage of competent help, they 
manage to get out creditable papers. 

Illustrative of the spirit which motivates 
the Georgia weekly press is the following ac- 
count, by Editor Frank Miller, in the current 
Pembroke Journal: 

“We are catching h—1 trying to get out a 
paper this week. We now know how to sym- 
pathize with the others who have been having 
their troubles. 

“To start with we have sickness at home, 
the wife is in bed with flu, the kids have been 
kicking up their heels playing in the snow, 
the editor has been threatened with flu and 
only with careful nourishment and ‘medicine’ 
have we been able to keep going. . 

“For the past several years we have used 
the office of The Claxton Enterprise as our 
office, going up there and having our type set, 
and then we would assemble it together and 
print the paper. This has worked mighty nice 
for all concerned for many years. 

“Today we arrive in Claxton and .find our 
chief linotype operator sick in bed with the 
fiu, and ‘Old Man’ Majors trying to coax a 
little type out of the linotype for his paper, 
which is now one day late, and prospects of 
getting later. Majors was an operator many 
years ago, and for the past twenty years has 
not run the machine any, in fact he is like 
most of us country editors, likes to tell the 
other fellow what to do, and rear back on our 
dignity and see it done. 

“That made the prospects of a Journal 
mighty dismal to us, but we thought of a friend, 
who is a glutton for work; we calls him and 
wind up at The Tattnall Journal office and 
here is where we are getting our type set. 
Friend Rhoden has already set the type for The 
Jesup paper, printed his paper, The Tattnall) 
Journal, also printed The Glennville Sentinel 
and after he gets through with us he will get 
out The Metter Advertiser. 

“Just no telling what a feller can do, if he 
will only make up his mind to do it and get 
started at it.” 


ONE WORD MORE

GREAT GULF IN SACRIFICE Two Marines came to see me. 
Both had battle time. Both 


had been through some of the hard fighting. Both had seen men 

killed about them. Both had looked forward toward coming home 
with an eagerness which was, one could learn 
from their talk, almost pathetic. 

“In Australia,” one said, “before we moved 
on to the islands for fighting, the people had 
been rationed a lot more than here. They had 
no gas. They didn’t grumble much about it. 
Not as much as the folks here. 

“Boys at the hospital tell me they felt closer 
to the English people than they do Americans,” 
said the other. “The English women are all 
working and the people know there is a war. 
They don’t grumble and don’t act as selfish as 
our own people. I’m ready to go back and get 
away from here.” 

The uncomfortable fact is that many soldiers 
abroad, and most of those who returned, feel 
there is no other country in the war with such 
an enormous gulf in sacrifice between fighting 
men and the people at home. There is no other 

country where the soldiers at the front have 
given up everything and the people at home have given up nothing. 
_ The soldiers know this and with the knowing comes a gather- 
ing, growing, deep resentment. 
You can sense it underneath the complaints, the “beefs.” 
That was what the men, returned from battles, wanted—a beef. 
“Will you publish our beefs?” they asked. 


“Call them off,” I said. They did. 

HERE THEY ARE “Being ‘just another damned service man’ 
is getting mighty monotonous to soldiers, 
sailors, marines and coast guardsmen. 

“Of course, the press stories and the radio (the latter in a drippy 
sort of way) always tell of kindnesses to service men. And they 
ought to, for the instances are isolated enough to warrant publicity. 

“Time was when ‘nothing was too good for our boys in the 
service,’ which is a pretty good idea for, after all, these boys gave 
up their civilian individuality to go fight for their country as just 
another serial number. 

“And time was when the men who gave up their civilian free- 
dom for a modified form of serfdom did so gladly. It was to them 
something fine, even noble, and certainly patriotic. Civilians are 
changing all that. 

“Nobody tells of the hotels who give service men a special rate— 
which sounds good—and then proceed on the theory of why just 
break even when they can rent the room to a civilian and make 
money? : 

“Nobody tells of the people who clutter up the railroads as did 
some 50 spinsters and thin-lipped, bulging matrons who came to 
Los Angeles recently for a meeting of some minor society. For 
service men, anxious to get home for a brief while, just plain don’t 
give a damn about the daughters of this or that getting to a con- 
vention, 

“And speaking of railroads. Most stations let service men enter 
first, but civilians get around this by having a red cap place their 
baggage on the train in order to claim a seat. 

“Small wonder that some service men declare that after this war 
they are going to rest 30 days and then fight civilians. 

“Somebody said something once about sharing a ride. But how 
many people in Atlanta, for example, give a lift to service men to 
whom a dime car fare is almost a package of smokes? 

“And who dreamed up this idea that service men ought not to 
drink! They are going to, anyhow, whether anybody likes it or 
not—so why make it hard? 


A JERK, OR— “The people here seem to think that a service 
man is either good as gold, or no good. That 
is, he goes to the USO, or he’s a jerk who inhabits dives. So what? 
What has Atlanta got to offer to a service man seeking relaxation? 
Not a blessed thing except a few dances, picture shows and joints. 
Not many service men can afford the luxury of the swankier places. 
“Service men with battle time—foxhole time, they call it—re- 
turning from foreign duty are shocked at the restrictions imposed 
in various locales, though it doesn’t stop ’em from doing what they 
want anyway. They rate it and if some civilian says ‘Naughty, 
naughty,’ in a sanctimonious sort of way, they ought to get poked. 
“Any civilian who fights a service man and gets his teeth kicked 

in brought it on himself about 90 per cent of the time. . 

“Many liquor dealers ought to be hanged, drawn and salted. They 
save their liquor for civilian customers and sell service men liquid 
dynamite. Often they charge more than ceiling prices. In some 
towns they sell it to cab drivers who resell it at something like 
$5 or $7 a pint. Cab drivers! Phooey! 

“And the flighty, bird-brained women who expect a man on $50 
per to take her places to which she is unaccustomed anyhow. All 
the service man gets is a pain—and it ain’t in the neck.” 

(Those are the “beefs” they thought of in a few minutes. Be- 
neath them you can sense the feeling and see the gulf.)

THE WORLD TODAY

WILL ROOSEVELT RUN? WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Just as 


soon as they get a chance at 
him, some of President Roosevelt’s most trusted political advisers 
are going to tell him that he cannot afford to wait until national 
convention time next year to make known his candidatorial inten- 
tions, as he did in 1940. 

This judgment stems from belief that factional differences re- 
lated to the fourth term are largely responsible for both a spread- 
ing demoralization of the Democratic party organization and chaos 
in the Democratic congressional ranks. 

Announcement by the President now either that he is or he is 
not going to run, it is contended, would improve these situations. 

The growing anti-New Deal rebellion in the south is a circum- 
stance in point. Democratic senators and representatives from that 
section have been arising almost daily to blast the administration. 
These attacks have become more and more bold as it has become 
evident that the President’s titular spokesmen are increasingly dis- 
inclined to strike back. 

Take, for example, the two Democratic floor leaders of the 
senate, Alben W. Barkley, of Kentucky, and Lister Hill, of Ala- 
bama. Both these men are up for re-election next year and con- 
fronting serious danger. 

Kentucky Republicans, victorious in two elections last month, 
already are whetting their knives for Barkley’s scalp. 

In Alabama last week James A. Simpson, president pro tempore 
of the state senate, announced that he would run for senatorial 
nomination against Hill in the primary next May 2 on an anti- 
administration platform. Simpson inveighed against the “swarm of 
federal bureaucrats” and declared that race relationships in the 
south were being “recklessly upset” by the “constant nagging” of 
Washington authorities. 


OPPOSITION FOR-RAYBURN Even Speaker Sam Rayburn 


is said to be facing trouble 
in the Texas district which he has represented for more than 30 
years virtually without opposition. In Texas a combination of 
Governor Coke R. Stevenson, Senator W. Lee O’Daniel and former 
Governor James E. Ferguson, all bitterly anti-New Deal, appear to 
be firmly in the Democratic saddle. 

President Roosevelt still has a strong hold on the plain people 
of the south, his friends there believe. They are confident that if 
he soon announces his intention to fight for renomination and 
re-election, the southern politicians now forming against him would 
quickly run to cover. But if the President holds off until the time 
comes to choose national convention delegates, a southern repre- 
sentation overwhelmingly against his renomination is held to be an 
all but foregone conclusion. 

New Dealers outside of the south are just as perturbed, but for 
different reasons. In 1940, 30 of the 48 state governors were Demo- 
crats. The New Deal gravy train, fueled with bounties for both 
farmers and city workers, still was hitting on all cylinders. The 
Democratic field organization was up and coming because its mem- 
bers had the jobs and were desirous of keeping them. 

This situation now is reversed. Twenty-six of the 48 state ad- 
ministrations are in Republican hands. Wartime prosperity has 
largely wiped out the relief setup. 

Nine states—California, Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey and New York—picked up 
by the Republicans beginning with the 1940 election, have a total 
of 159 electoral votes. 

While Republicans in these states have been steadily building 
up for four years, Democrats in every one of them have split into 
bitterly antagonistic factions. 


ROOSEVELT ONLY HOPE There is just one thing that will 


measurably remove these dis- 
sensions and get the Democratic machine back on the track, the 
party managers say, and that is for President Roosevelt to an- 
nounce that he is still in the running and he intends to fight to the 
finish. 

And the next best thing, these same leaders say. would be for 
the President definitely to remove himself from the 1944 presi- 
dential picture. 

Particularly as respects the legislative situation, it is contended. 
renunciation of a fourth term would help, because all factions of 
Democrats then would turn to support of the President as a war 
leader. 

And while removal of the fourth-term issue would in nowise re- 
solve the pro and anti-New Deal difference, it woulld start both 
camps fighting for success of the Democratic party, each of them 
in the hope of controlling it.

Tallulah ex- 
panded from five acres to 500, 


'from one building to 17, from a 


few teachers to 16. 

But the big story is not the 
money that was raised nor the 
growth of the school physically. It 
is the reclamation of the young- 
sters of the hill country. They’ve 
been going out of there for 34 
years now, boys and girls who 
would never have had a chance. 
They are teachers and preach- 
ers, nurses and doctors, men and 
women of rank and station wher- 
ever they live. 

There is something about them 
that sets them apart, a poise and a 


grace and a courtly manner, in- 
'stilled in them first by Mrs. Anne 
Carrington Davis, and carried on 


by Mrs. Fitzpatrick when on the 
failure of Mrs. Davis’ health she 
took up residence there. They are 


‘honest and earnest and straight- 
forward and ambitious. 


And it cost only $15 a month in 
money, plus the work of their own 
hands on farm and dairy and in 
the craft shop, to make men and 
women like these out of the shy, 
hungry and illiterate kids they 
were when they came. 

It is, as anyone who knows Tal- 
lulah can tell you, the finest re-

A small-town mayor saw several young men on a vacant lot 
preparing to liberate a wild rabbit for their dogs to chase, and 


ordered them. to “cease and desist.” 


When they ignored his com- 


mand, he had them arrested and brought to trial—not for creating 
a disturbance, but for disobeying him. He was astonished when the 
defense attorney told him his word was not law. 

Many peace officers in big towns and little ones all over Amer- 
ica are equally unlearned in the law and equally convinced that 
their word is law enough. Valentine said most of the law is in a 


cop’s nightstick. 


A few days ago an officer was sentenced to a term in jail for 
striking a prisoner. The judge told him he had no right to do such 
a thing, even if prisoners cursed and insulted him, but the officer 
obviously considered this idea unreasonable. 


Many officers will share his opinion. 


And if you should ask 


every private citizen of ordinary pride and courage what he would 
do if he were an officer and a prisoner should call him a certain 
unprintable name, it is probable that most of them would answer 


with some heat: 
decision was unanimous.) 


“I'd slug him.’

There seems to be a general opinion that an officer is still a 


free man, with the right to react as private citizens do. 


That is 


natural, but it is wrong. He is only an impersonal instrument, 
representing the majesty of the law. 

So long as he does what the law specifies and authorizes, all the 
power of the state is behind him; but let him step a hair’s breadth 
beyond what is written in the statutes and authorized by the con- 
stitution and he loses all authority. He has no more power than a 


private citizen. 


As one who guards the insane is bound by decency not to re- 
taliate if they abuse him, so the officer must steel himself to ignore 
a prisoner’s insults—must, in fact, risk his life to protect such a 
prisoner; for he is not a man, he is the law. 

Englishmen know their policemen will do nothing and assume 
no powers not authorized by the law; therefore they support him 
as they would support the King; he is England. 

Where Americans have the wrong attitude toward their officers, 
it is because some of them, conscious of their power but not aware 
of its limitations, have “taken the law in their own hands’—have 
made their own will the law, and thus become tyrants. | 

The officer’s job is tough and poorly paid; he deserves the sup- 


port and sympathy of the public. 


But he must learn that he has 


no power except to apply what is written in the statutes, else no 


man’s freedom is safe.

There are 
thousands of young men in the 
service who are good drivers who 
would be glad of a chance to drive 
those buses. Are we fighting to 
save our country from the Japs 
and Germans, only to turn it over 
to John Lewis and labor unions? 
We sympathize with the young 
sailor who was stranded at the bus 
station. He was from our home 
county, Gwinnett. Our own boy is 
in the navy in a foreign country. 
It’s 15 months since he was at 
home. Should he get a furlough 
we would hate for him to be sit- 
ing in some bus station waiting for 
a strike to be settled. The late 
Sam P. Jones once said you could 
take a gimlet and bore into some 
men and you wouldn’t go an inch 
until you strike a dog.

DairySubsidies 


Extension Seen 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(#)— 
The government subsidy to dairy- 
men, averaging about % of a cent 


a quart on fluid milk, is expected 
to be continued a month beyond 
its December 31 expiration date 
to prevent a further sharp drop 
in an already short level of pro- 
duction. 

Indicating such action, Food Ad- 
ministration officials said they 
had ascertained from congression- 
al leaders that continuation of 
the subsidy for a brief period 
would not violate a congressional 
agreement that the administration 
would inaugurate no new subsi- 
dies pending settlement of the 
food subsidy controversy after 
the congressional recess. 

The milk subsidy was started in 
October to compensate dairymen 
for higher feed and labor costs 
without raising consumer prices 
for milk. Its cost to the govern- 
ment is expected to total about 
$50,000,000 for the three-month 
period. 

Dairy experts said lapse of the 
subsidy program might seriously 
threaten milk production. The 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
said recently that present returns 
to dairymen—the subsidy included 
—were not sufficient to encour- 
age liberal feeding of dairy cows. 

The subsidies range from 30 to 
50 cents per 100 pounds on whole 
milk and from 4 to 6 cents a 
pound on wrancee,* fat.

A Sissy Game: As a game for boys, it has no place in 
American athletics. So says, in emphatic terms, Captain Hiram A. 
Carpenter Jr., of St. Mary’s, West Virginia. Captain Carpenter, 
now on duty in the Pacific, wrote a cousin back homé, declaring 
that the nation was gradually becoming a nation of softies before 
the war snapped us out of it. That pre-war era, Captain Carpenter 
wrote, saw America become addicted to soft-pillow sports, forsaking 
the rugged games that used to build bodies and spirit. 

Softball, the captain continued, is typical of the trend in the 
softening of the youth of the country. Here’s how he puts it: 

“Americans wanted their kids to play but they didn’t want 
any bloody noses or broken fingers. So they made the ball 
soft, put on tennis shoes instead of spikes, make it touch foot- 
ball, did away with flying tackles, put the stamp of ap- 
proval on golf for high school boys, made boxing gloves sev- 
eral ounces heavier, and eliminated body contact in basket- 
ball.”’ 

In general, Captain Carpenter said, “They took up sports that 
developed skill and required a minimum of physical development.” 

Carpenter, of course, has had, in his long Pacific experience, a 
chance to recognize the value of developing youths in the proper 
way. He says that the war will do a lot of conditioning for a lot 
of men. but, most of all, it will prove that we must not relinquish 
our efforts during peacetime to back up sports that require the 
maximum of physical training and skill. 

In the war of the Pacific, a man needs every ounce of endur- 
ance, physical stamina and competitive spirit possible to instill in 
him, Captain Carpenter pointedly remarked. 

High-ranking officers were expounding the value of football and 
other body contact sports before this country was plynged into war. 

And then, following Pearl Harbor, the leaders in develop- 
ing manpower were men who long had been associated with 


athletics. ; 
A great sports program helped to save this country from possl- 


ble annihilation.

Doerr’s Brilliance A field 


Set the Pace 


in American 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—(#)—It used to be a favorite indoor pastime 
to argue the respective merits of Joe Gordon and Bobby Doerr, two 
of the slickest second basemen in baseball. Those holding Doerr as 
the Yankee star’s superior will find plenty of ammunition today in 
the official American League fielding records for 1943. 


The figures reveal Doerr, the 
Boston Red Sox second-sacker, as 
the league’s most efficient fielder 
at the keystone position. In 155 
games he handled 914 chances 
with only nine errors for a top 
average of .990—one point under 
the major league record establish- 
ed in 1933 by Oscar Melillo, of the 
St. Louis Browns. 


Doerr also chalked up a new 
record for consecutive chances ac- 
cepted by a second baseman with- 
out error. Between May 20 and 
July 23 he handled 349, far more 
than Melillo’s old mark of 271 
set in 1933. 


Gordon made 29 errors in 926 
chances for an average of .969. 

Team fielding honors went to 
the Red Sox who finished with a 
mark of .976 by handling 6,323 
chances with 153 errors. This was 
just one point better than St. 
Louis and Cleveland, who tied for 
second. 

Among first basemen Joe Kuhel, 
recently waived to 
Washington, and Rookie Mickey 
Rocco, of Cleveland, were tops. 
They tied at .995. Rudy York, of 
Detroit, led in assists, with 149, 
breaking his own league record of 
146 set in 1942. And Mickey Ver- 
non, of Washington, tied the cir- 
cuit’s record for participating in 
double plays in a single game. He 
figured in five on August 18. 

Milton Byrnes, St. Louis rookie, 
made an auspicious start by lead- 
ing all outfielders defensively and 
chalking up a new league record 
of .997. The former record was 
£99593, held by Dick Porter, of 


*! Cleveland. Byrnes committed only 


one error in 114 games. 

With a .970 average of 25 errors 
in 841 chances, Manager Lou 
Boudreau, of Cleveland, again led 
the shortstops. In addition he fig- 
ured in 122 double plays to beat 
the old mark of 120 established 
by Frank Crosetti, of New York.

Answer—If I had hernia I'd 
have the injection treatment as a 
matter of choice.

Declaring Georgia’s tuberculosis 
control program is 1,600 beds “in 
the red,” tHe department said the 
State Tuberculosis Sanatorium at 
Alto has only 900 beds, while a 
minimum of 2,500 beds is needed. 

Rather than increase the bed 
capacity at Alto, it would be bet- 
ter to build sanatoriums near pop- 


ulation centers, the publication 
stated.

The board’s action, by a vote 
of 8 to 4, was taken in the face 
of a warning from union leaders 
that unless there was assurance 
future wage adjustments would 
be retroactive, “an extremely se- 
rious situation” would develop 
among the unions’ thousands of 
members. 


The steelworkers, headed by 
Philip Murray, who also is presi- 
dent of the CIO, had petitioned 
the board for an order directing 
steel companies to sign an agree- 
ment providing that: 

1. Current contracts be kept in 
force pending completion of anew 
agreement, either by negotiation 
or on WLB order, and 

2. Any wage increases called 
for in the new contract be retro- 
active to the date of the expiring 
contract. 

The steelworkers have contracts 
with about 500 companies. Most 
expire January 3, and the union 
has demanded a general 17-cent- 
an-hour wage increase and a guar- 
anteed annual =. 


China Shows 


Gas Evidence 


HEADQUARTERS SUPPLY 
BASE SOMEWHERE IN NORTH- 
ERN HUNAN PROVINCE, Dec. 
18.—(Delayed)—(#)—Green and 
red marked cylinders of tear and 
sneezing gas which the Japanese 
are accused of using on this front 
were exhibited today to visiting 


Allied officers and correspondents 
and samples given to an American 
major to carry to Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Joseph Stilwell. 

As interested as any correspond- 
ent was Lieutenant Colonel P. P. 
Voronin, assistant military attache 
of the Soviet embassy at Chung- 
king, who jotted down the com- 
plete details in a little black note- 
book as Lieutenant General Liang 
Han-ming, commanding this Army, 
talked about the cylinders. 

Among the samples was a yel- 
low-marked, two-foot long cylin- 
der, resembling a fire extinguish- 
er, which Liang’s chemical war- 
fare expert said once contained 
mustard gas. There was no claim, 
however, that the contents of this 
particular cylinder ever were used 
against the Chinese. 
TEAR-SNEEZING GAS 

The tear and sneezing gas was 
used recently on the Hunan front, 
the chemical expert said. The 
most violent form of gas used by 
the Japanese in this theater, ac- 
cording to General: Hsueh Yeuh, 
governor of Hunan and command- 
er of the ninth war area, and his 
subordinate, Liang, was suffocat- 
ing gas, from which no fatalities 
were reported. The effect of this 
gas is to incapacitate for an hour 
or more. 

The mustard gas cylinder, 
which also will be taken to Gen- 
eral. Stilwell, was seen to drop 
from a. Japanese plane last May 
along the Yuna river, Major Fu 
Heg-yu, the chemical expert, said. 
It was empty when found, he add- 
ed, but he asserted that mustard 
gas had been used by the Japa- 
nese on other fronts. The exhib- 
its will be taken to Lieutenant 
General Stilwell by Major Rankin 
G. Roberts, public relations offi- 
cer at Stilwell’s Chungking head- 
quarters, 

Liang disclosed yesterday that 
this army had taken only 10 Japa- 
nese prisoners since fighting start- 
ed October 29, but estimated that 
his forces had inflicted 3,500 cas- 
ualties on the enemy. 

Asked about disparity between 
the casualty. claim and his report 
on the number of prisoners, the 
general replied simply, “It’s not 
easy to take Japanese prisoners.” 
On the other hand, he said there 
was no evidence that the Japanese 
committed hara-kiri in any great 
number. 

RETREAT ORGANIZED 

Accepting these statistics, this 
seems to suggest that in at least 
one sector of the*northern Hunan 
front, the Japanese retreat was 
well organized, although the cas- 
ualty figure would represent more 
than a 10 per cent loss by the 
Japanese force, estimated § at 
30,000, 

This dispatch did not indicate 
whether “casualties” referred to 
killed or wounded or both. 

Liang’s figures have been in- 
cluded in the overall statistics giv- 
,en December 13 by General Hsueh 
at headquarters of the ninth war 


,area which includes approximate- 


_ly 120 square miles of the sector 
of their army. MHsueh’s figures 
were 11,000 casualties for the Jap- 


lanese and 14 ,000 for troops of the 


ninth war area. He had given no 
figures for prisoners, saying they 
were still in the forward area. 
Liang said that his army had not 
taken much booty in their pursuit 
of the Japanese when the Chang- 
teh keystone gave way to a Chi- 
nese counterattack.
